2. General ZAKO is in close contact v/ith the Hungarian refugees^ Dr. Ferenc 
3M0NF AY and with ^Baron^POR^ in Rome. The latter is a former Hungarian 
Minister (Admiral HOi'TY government) to Rome. General ZAKO has requested 
from 8IM0NFAY and APOR information on the cost of making a trip to Italy 
in order to meet with them and for contacts in the Vatican. For some 
time ZAKO has been toying with the idea of offering his collaboration to 
the Italian Armed Forces towards which sympathy of most of Hungarian 
refugees is oriented. ZAKO's program includes a visit to General MARRAS. 



3. ZAKO is personally known to Source who in the past had meetings with him.

1. MHBK unites large numbers of ex officers and NCOs and soldiers, regulars 
and reserves without distinction of rank(sic). das founded 1948 by Major 
Albin KAPITANFFI at Keilenberg, Austria. Since KAPITINFFI's character was 
not of the best, the group sought a better leader in the person of Gen. 

Ferenc FARKAS , who declined. Same offer made to Gen Istvan Andras ZAKO 
whib accepted and gave the movement a more solid and clear’ aspect(sic). 

2. MHBK has channels everywhere where there are Hungarians, usually with the 
authorization of local authorities. It has about 12,000 members, most in 
Austria, Germany, U.S.A., Canada and South America. 

3. Purpose of MHBK is to maintain combat morale of members and work for day 
of liberating Hungary from the Soviets. Concerned with gathering of info 
which is published in a monthly periodical r, Hadjak Utjan". MHBK does not 
recognize /the Hung Natl Committee organized in US but collaborates with it .

4. Tibor ECKHAP.DT is a key contact of MHBK with Hung Hat! Committee, who is 
considered the balance wheel in MHBK-HNC relations.

5. MHBK has contacts with/volksdeutsche from Transylvania and s. Hungary who 
allegedly desire to return to their areas under Hung sovereignty. MHBK claims 
they could rouse up 40,000-50,000 men from these DPs as adherents in time 

of emergency. All MHBK members reportedly want to form a "foreign legion" 
as nucleaus for time when they can join a European army to liberate homeland. 



6. ZAKO is trying to get to 1-kiiKAS (Chief of staff of Defense in Italy) to sell 
the latter on support for MHBK. ZAKO resides still in Innsbruck. 
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
